Kansas City, consequently, not
budging from her position In the league
race. Columbus lost to the Hooslers. how-

ever, ahlch cites the Blues a sllshtly bet-

ter hold on third place. St. Paul strength-
ened Its lead although Indianapolis did
not drop and Milwaukee moved up a few
points toward fourth place.

This afternoon the Blues and the Babes
will play a double-head- er and ht the

It Is safe to say that IndianauoUs will
make a great effort to down the Blues
next weelc. to atone for the heavy losses
they have suffered In their past attempts.
Indianapolis, it will be remembered, has
thus far succeeded In taking only one game
out of seven from Kansas City.

Gns Schmels Resigns as Manager of
Minneapolis Team Count Cam-pa- n

Released.
The general shakeup In the Minneapolis

team which has been expected for some
time came yesterday when Manager Gus
Schmelz tendered his resignation and an-
nounced his determination to abandon base-
ball for this season and return to the East.
Clarence Saulspaugh, treasurer of the com-
pany, will accompany the team on its nexttrip as manager.

"Count" Campau, who has served as
captain and Is one of the best plajera on
the team, was given his unconditional re-
lease. He probably will be succeeaed by
Carey, the first baseman lately received
from Louisville. "Handsome Dan" Lally,
the cleer outfielder loaned by Columbus,
has received notice of recall from Man-
ager Loftus and will Ieae the city at
once. Pitcher "Wright will not accompany
the team on Its Eastern trip and will be
released soon.

The Millers have traveled a rocky road
from the start of the season and ha e been
constantly on the toboggan until now theare safely Intrenched In last place, with not
a single club In the league to contest their
claim to the position. Before the season
commenced the Minneapolis fans announc-- d

with a flourish of trumpets that their team
was slated for the pennant. Soon afterthe first game their stars proed to be
expensive gold bricks and their "hotthings" were found to be heavy "frosts."
The team was worst than last year's Blues,
the Millers as Cltylng KansasCity.

Changes in the team have been almost
weekly until now that a wholesale shakeup
has been made, it will be necessary to se-
cure an almost complete new list-O- ne

of the best players signed before
the commencement of the baseball year
was big Perry "Werden, whose unfortunate
accident in Kansas City prevented him
from participating in a single game. At
least a half dozen of the men who played
with the Millers during the first series in
Kansas City were gien walking papers
some time ago. Among those who started
the season but who were sacrificed beforemany moons passed were Artie Ball, the
shortstop slugger: Smith, the Princeton
second baseman: "Tacks" Parrott, the cen-
ter fielder: First Baseman HIckey and
Pitcher Flggemeler. Philllpi, Rice, Letch-
er. Reilly. Rltter and Dixon are among
thoe who were with the team at the start
and are still retained, although most of
them have been switched around to new
positions.

Another Smith was engaged to play sec-
ond base In place of the collegian of the
same name. Manager Loftus loaned Lally
to Schmelz, and Carey was secured from
Louisville. All of these men appear to
have strengthened the team. It would
seem that Campau was too good a man
for Minneapolis to let go, for he is a
great fielder, although his batting average
has taken a slump lately, a condition
that Is responsible for his release.

Under the management of Saulspaugh.
Smith will be shifted from second base to
center field and Catcher Dixon will play
at the second bag. Efforts are being made
to secure an outfielder from Chicago, but
negotiations have not yet been closed.

GUT RATES TO CHICAGO

OPEN REDUCTION OF ?2 TO BE MADE
BY ALL LINES.

Chlcasro Great Western Char-re- d With
Paying: Commissions to Brokers

and Manipulating- - Round
Trip Tourist Tickets.

Because brokers have been scalping tick-

ets reading between Kansas City and Chi-
cago via all lines and for the additional
reason that the Maple Leaf Is charged with
having placed a block of its tickets in
the hands of brokers for this purpose.
Kansas City-Chica- lines will make an
open rate of J10.30 from here to Chicago.
The present rate is J12.30. and the broker,
are making a rate of $10.50. using round
trip Chicago-Kans- as City tickets for this
purpose.

These tickets are sold at the reduced rate
of J20 for the round trip, made on account
of the Omaha exposition. The Alton at
the time Omaha exposition rates were
made demanded that Kansas Citj-- be given
the same rates as Omaha. This has re-

sulted In the application of the $20 round
trip rate from Chicago to Kansas Citj. and
brokers have been able to handle the re-

turn portions of the tickets at $10.50. They
did not push these tickets upon the
market indiscriminately, however, reserv-
ing them largely for their regular custo-
mers as the profits to the brokers were
not sufficient to be attractive.

It Is claimed, however, that during the
past few das Chicago Great Western
tickets have been pushed by brokers, and
the other lines believe the road has made
a deal whereby the brokers are allowed a
commission in the transaction. The Maple
Leaf officials deny this and sayt it their
tickets are being used in this waj to a
greater extent than the tickets of other
roads it is a ruse of the brokers to force
some line to make a deal with them un-
der the belief that the Maple Leaf has
done so.

Representatives of the other lines admit
this view of the situation may be correct,
but are inclined to doubt it. and say that
the open rate of $10.50 is justified by the
fact that the brokers can manipulate the
tickets even without a deal, and that sus-
picions of a deal are sure to demoralize
the rate situation, while the brokers are
able to handle the tickets.

The reduction in rates to Chicago will
necessarily carry with It a reduction to
St. Louis, probably of $2, and the same
rates are likelj to be applied west bound
as east bound. They will likely continue
in effect until the close of the Omaha ex-
position, and may be made still lower if
a deal between the Maple Leaf or any of
the other roads and brokers reallj exists
and is not canceled.

FEES FOR REINCORPORATION.

Supreme Conrt Holds They Must Be
Paid the Same as for a Sew

Corporation.
JEFFERSON CITY, MO., July 6. (Spe-

cial.) The supreme court en banc y

decided that railroad companies consolidat-
ing under another name are new com-
panies and must pay the necessary fees
to the secretary of state to receive articles
of Incorporation the same as new com-
panies. Louis Houck applied to Secretary
of State Lesueur to consolidate the
Brownwood & Northwestern Railway Com-
panj-, Cape Girardeau, Bloomfleld & South-ern railroad and Missouri & Southeastern
railroad under the name of Cape Girardeau
Bloomfleld & Southern Railroad Companj.
Lesueur would not issue the article of in-
corporation to the companj- - unless Houckpaid the fee required by law to be paid
for incorporating new companies. Houckapplied to the supreme court for a writof mandamus to compel the secretarj' ofstate to Issue the articles without the fee.The court In an opinion by Chief JusticeGantt denied the writ and holds that theproposed consolidation, when completed,
creates a new company as effectually as ifformed in an other manner. It sajs: "Bj-th- e

consolidation the old companies are dis-
solved and a new corporation formed."

SANTA FE STEAMSHIP LINE.

Company Said to Have Arranged for
Service Front Galveston to

European Ports.
TOPEKA. July 6. (Special.) The Santa

Fe railway will hereafter compete
with the Southern Pacific road In the
freight traffic! from the West and South to
European ports. President Ripley has ar-
ranged for a freight steamship line from
Galveston to all the principal ports of Eu-
rope, similar to the line recently arranged
for from San Francisco to the principal
Asiatic ports. The arrangement became ef-

fective on July 1.
The combination is between the Santa Feline at Galveston and the H. DIedrlchson

Steamship Company for freightage from
that point to European ports. An office has
been established in Galveston under thegeneral management of E. Sliveratone. who
recently resigned his position as contract-
ing freight agent of the Southern PacificFormerlj' the Southern Pacific had an ex-
clusive and lucrative practice over the Sun-
set line to New Orleans, and thence by con-
necting ocean lines to Europe. A great por-
tion of California and European trade trav-
eled that course.

This is one of the masterly moves of
President Ripley, and will prove a profit-
able one for the Santa Fe.

BEST YEAR INJTS HISTORY.

Southern Pacific Profits Show an In-
crease of 94,000,000 for

Twelve Months.
SAN FRANCISCO. July 6. The financial

report of the Southern Pacific company
for the last fiscal year shows an Increase
In profits of $4,000,000 over the business of
the preceding jear. This shows that the
last twelve months were the most prosper-
ous In the hlstorj of the corporation. The
gain In earnings Is largely attributed to
the operation of the Pacific sstem. In-
creases in profits have been made in ncariy
everj road in the sj'stem, though in some
few cases there has been a falling off in
travel and consequent losses to the com-
panj.
